Rule 3.216  Domestic Relations Mediation 

 

(A) Scope and Applicability of Rule, Definitions.  

 

(1) All domestic relations cases, as defined in MCL 552.502(m), and actions 

for divorce and separate maintenance that involve the distribution of 

property are subject to mediation under this rule, unless otherwise provided 

by statute or court rule.

or separate maintenance actions is subject to domestic relations mediation.
